Process for determining parameters for WAP-based 
transmissions via a wireless connection, 

a) wherein decisions concerning the type of 
transmission are taken on the basis of short- and 
long-term forecasts of the quality of the 
wireless connection, 

b) ... 

c) wherein decisions are taken on the basis of 
short-term forecasts of the quality of an 
existing wireless connection concerning: 

cl) number of asynchronous transactions 
and/ or 
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c2) delay before renewing transmission and/ or 
c3) modification of the burst mode and/or 
c4) packet size. 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the known 
process in that transmissions are WAP -based and that 
Send and/or Get or Resume or Suspend decisions are 
taken on the basis of long-term forecasts of the 
possibility of establishing a wireless connection or 
of the quality of the wireless connection. 

2.1 The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel 
(PCT Article 33(2)) . The problem addressed by the 
present invention may therefore be considered that 
of enabling forecasts of the future quality of a 
wireless connection to be made and applied and 
deciding to which radio transmission protocol the 
described solutions can be applied. 

2.2 The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of 
the present application involves an inventive step 
(PCT Article 33(3)).
